CHECK VIOLATIONS 


A more vigorous and widespread 
campaign that would cover hun- 
dreds of shops where violations are 
known to exist would go a long way 
to help solve the unemployment 
problem. Such a concerted drive 
would also elevate the conditions of 
the employed cutters and give them 
more security on the job. 

But here again the new admin- 
istration thus far failed to enlist the 
cooperation and support of the 
members particularly the active 
members, who are ready to volun- 
teer their services to the union.

What Has Taken Place in the Gn pitalist 
World in the Past Five Years? 


At the 17th Party Congress, 
Comrade Stalin, in analysing the 
economic situation in the cap- 
italist countries, said that the 
depression which followed upon 
the crisis of 1929-1933 would not 
be an ordinary depression but a 
depression of a special kind.” In 
characterising the international 
situation, Comrade Stalin said 
that the aggravation of imperial- 
ist contradictions had already 
created the basis for military con- 
flicts, that a new imperialist war 


was clearly imminent. This anal- — 


ysis made by Comrade Stalin has 
been completely confirmed. 

The level of production in the 
capitalist countries, from its low- 
est point in 1932, reached its peak 
in the middle of 1937. In 1938 it 
again fell to 91 per cent of the 
1929 level. In the period between 
1929 and 1937, production in- 
creased by 35 per cent in all. 
whereas the increase of produc- 
tion during the course of the 
economic cycle of 1921-1929 
amounted to 49.5 per cent. This 
shows that the de that 
developed after the crisis of 1929- 
1933 was really a depression of a 
special kind which was followed 
neither by general revival nor by 
a period of prosperity in industry. 


The past five years have been | 


marked by a worsening of the 
conditions of the working masses 
im the capitalist countries. Cap- 
ital has been waging a furious 
offensive against the living stand- 
ards of the working people, par- 
ticularly in the countries of fas- 
cist dictatorship. There has been 
a sharp decline in wages and a 
lengthening of the working day. 


Peasants Pauperized, 
Urban Petty-Bourgeoisie 
Recoming Bankrupt 


The agrarian crisis, which is 
again becoming acute, particularly 
in the United States, Poland, 
Rumania, Yugoslavia, Hungary, 
and in the colonies, leads to a 


peasants into paupers. At the 
same time the bankrupting of the 
urban petty-bourgeoisie is going 
on at an intense pace, particularly 
im the fascist countries.

tion of the masses from them- 
selves. . 

The fascist rulers strive to util- 
ize the fear of Socialism and of 
the working class, felt by the bour- 
geoisie of other capitalist coun- 
tries, in order, with their support, 


to attack the peoples of these 


countries. To achieve their aims 
of conquest, they resort to brib- 
ery, deception, biackmail and 
threats. Before hurling armies of 
occupation into foreign territories, 
they send in an army of their 
spies. 

The aggressive bloc of fascist 
powers, interested more than all 
others in a new, violent redivision 
of the earth, has driven the peo- 


ples into a new imperialist war. 
In 1935, Italy invaded Ethiopia; 
in 1936, Germany and Italy began 


intervention in Spain; in 1937, 
the Japanese militarists, having 
conquered Manchuria, proceeded 
to undertake a war which aims at 
the domination of the whole of 
China, and at squeezing the 
United States, Great Britain and 


France out of China; in March, | 


1938, Germany occupied Austria; 
and in September, 1938, carved up 
Czechoslovakia.

At the same time there is grow- 
ing indignation among the masses 
of the people of Czechoslovakia 
and Austria, enslaved by the fas- 
cist aggressors, and there is grow- 
ing alarm among the peoples 
menaced by fascist aggression in 
the Balkans. There is a growing 
movement in the colonies, the

Germany. But you also remem- 
ber that it was the victory of 
German fascism that released, a

The inter- 
vention in Spain cost German 
and Italian fascism approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000 and entailed 
an enormous loss of war equip- 
ment and a considerable loss of 
manpower and trained cadres of 
their armies. 

Betrayed by the so-called bour- 
geois-democratic states, the poor- 
ly-armed Spanish people have 
for three years now been waging 


This solidarity movement has 
been developing everywhere into 
a struggle of the working people 
against fascism in their own 
countries, into an international 
struggle of the anti-fascist forces 
against world reaction. Help for 
Republican Spain has become the 
platform for the international 
working class front which has 
been forming spontaneously. 

At the other end of the world, 
450,000,000 people of a vast coun- 
try, representing the greatest na- 
tion in the world, whom the im- 
perialist highwaymen have al- 
ways su , crushed, plun- 
dered and humiliated, have risen 
to the defense of their country 
and of their national independ- 
ence The war in China is the 
greatest national-liberation war 
of a semi-colonial country known 
in history. Its importance is all 
since it is being 
Chinese people 
against an ‘mperialist state per- 
forming the role of a gendarme 
of world reaction in the Far East. 

In the course of this struggle 
the Chinese people have put an 
end to the internecine war which 
has been fending the country 
and are forging their national 
unity—a thing which the imperi- 
alists have always feared most. 
The war of China against Japa- 
nese imperialism is assuming to 
an ever-increasing extent the 
characteristics of a national war 
of the entire people. In spite of 
Japans superiority in military 
equipment, the Chinese people 
are offering stubborn resistance, 
attacking the enemy from the 
rear, encircling the Japanese with 
a ring of guerrilla detachments, 
destroying the Japanese lines of 
communication, exhausting and 
undermining the force of the ene- 
my by a protracted war. 

The war against China has cost 
Japan $2,500,000,000, yet the Japa- 
nese fascist-military clique has 
not succeeded in becoming the 
master of China. 


fascism to extricate iteif from 
its internal difficulties end te 
strengthen its position in the 
fight against the anti-fesciat 
forces, the British reactionary 
forces allowed Germany to seize 
Austria and obligingly opened the 
doors for it into Czechoslovakis. 

The Munich deal, which sace 
rificed Czechoslovakia to German 
fascism, was a conspiracy of re- 
action against the international 
working cless, against the anti- 
fascist movement in all countries, 
against peace and against the 
liberty of all peoples. It was «@ 
conspiracy against the Spanish 
Republic. The seizure of Cata- 
lonia by the invaders was a die 
rect result of the Munich deal, 
This seizure was prepared not 
only in Rome and Berlin, but also 
in London and Paris. It was ob- 
vious to the whole world that 
once they had succeeded in force 
ing Prague to capitulate, the men 
of Munich would descend upon 
Republican Spain. The Munich 
deal gave German and Italian 
fascism an entirely free hand in 
their intervention in Spain. 

When the Italian and German 
forces of intervention seized Oat- 
alonia, the British and French re- 
actionaries dropped their masks, 
From covert intervention they 

to open intervention. In 
line with the wishes of Berlin and 
Rome, they made haste to recog- 
nize Franco. They organized «a 
treacherous operation as a result 
of which the naval base on Mi- 
norca Island was handed over to 
the Italian and German interven- 
tionists. 

The French reactionaries, who 
systematically refused to hand 
over Spain's gold reserves the 
lawfully constituted Republican 
Government of Spain, are offer- 
ing it subserviently to General 
Franco, the henchman of world 
reaction. With the biessing of 
the conservative circles of Great 
Britain, the British bankers have 
expressed their readiness to grant 
the Spanish rebels a loan with 
which to cover the expenses of 
German and Italian intervention 
and save the fascist regime inside 
the country from collapre More- 
over, British and French reaction 
enlisted the aid of treasonable 
elements ‘nuide Republican Spain 
and engineered a counter-r-volu- 
tionary coup in Madrid and 
Cartagena to break the r-sistance 
of the Spanish people to the ir- 
terventionists at the mot diffi- 
cult stage of ‘he struggle.

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The stubborn resistance of the 
Chinese people is having an in- 
creasingly revolutionizing effect 
on the working masses of Japan, 
who are languishing under the 
yoke of oppression, of monstrous 
exploitation and of an intolerable 
burden of taxes. The difficulties 
confronting the Japanese military 
clique intensify the growth of op- 
position sentiment among all sec- 
tions of the people and accentu- 
ate the contradictions even in the 
camp of the ruling classes. The 
strike movement is gaining impe- 
tus and there is growing discon- 
tent among the laboring masses 
of Japan with the protracted war. 
Exhausted by continuous battles, 
confronted with a nation that is 
defending its fatherland, the Jap- 
anese soldiers are beginning to 
lose patience. Expressions of fer- 
ment in the army of the Japanese 
invaders are becoming ever more 
frequent. 

But the effect of the heroic 
struggle of the Chinese people is 
not only to demoralize the Jap- 
anese army and the Japanese 
hinterland; it is also to set into 
masses of 
Asia, and is awakening all co- 
lonial peoples. By forging its na- 
tional front against Japan, the 
Chinese have set an example 
which is a mighty weapon in the 
hands of the oppressed colonial

The policy of betrayal pursued 
by the men of Munich is set- 
ting into motion those sections

tration of forces opposing world 
reaction on a broader basis than 
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the People’s Front; it gives an 
impetus to a new rise of the 
anti-fascist movement through- 
out the world and in Great Brit- 
ain, to begin with; it hastens 
the maturing among the masses 
of the idea of storming capi- 
talism. 


national proletariat had united 
its forces from the outset of the 


The Executive Committee of 
the Communist International 
made its proposal for unity of 
action ten times in the past five 
years. What reply did we get 
from the reactionary leaders of 
the Socialist International? They 
replied that international unity 
required formation 
of the united front in different 
countries. 


When the sections of the 
Comintern approached various 
Social-Democratic parties, lead- 
ers of these parties replied that 
an agreement of an international 
scale should be reached first. 
When the fighting in Austria 
was at its. height, the leaders 
of the Second International made 
a cynical proposal that the 
Communist International should 
wait a few months until their 
Executive Committee held its 
meeting. The Executive Com- 
mittee met, a majority of its 
sections voted for international 
unity of action, but the Eng- 
lish Laborites were against unity 
of action. And a majority 
knuckled under to the Citrines 
and the Morrisons, knuckled 
under to the reactionary British 
bourgoisie standing behind them. 


if World Workers 
Had United Forces 


Nevertheless, if the interna- 
tional proletariat had united its 
forces, it could have enforced 
the opening of the Spanish fron- 
tier and prevented the blockade 
against Republican Spain; it 
could have helped the Spanish 
people to victory and would 
thereby have averted the oc- 
cupation Of Austria and the dis- 
memberment of Czechoslovakia. 
That would have rendered the 
Munich conspiracy impossible. 

It could have brought about 
the defeat of Italian fascism in 
Ethiopia and compelled the bour- 
geois governments to apply in 
practise the League of Nations 
sanctions. It could have aroused 
world public opinion agaainst Ja- 
pan, prevented the supply of raw 
materials and armaments to Ja- 
pan and put the Japanese militar- 
ist clique in an impossible posi- 
tion. But the capitulators of the 
Second International did not 
want this to happen, because 
they fear the victory of the 
People’s Front more than they 
fear the victory of fascism. 

Is it still possible to halt the 
further development of the second 
imperialist war and to bring about 
the defeat of fascism? Yes, it is 
still possible, although it is harder 
now than before. 

What is necessary now to defeat 
the fascist aggressors? 


To Defeat the 
Fascist Aggressors 


Firstly, a resolute struggle 
against the capitulators carried to 
the point of unmasking them 
completely, isolating them and 
destroying their influence. The 
capitulators do not merely co- 
operate with the bourgeoisie but 
they cooperate with fascism. The 
capitulators are the agents of 
fascism in the labor movement, 
acting under the mask of “pa- 
cifism” for the deception of the 
masses. * 

In 1933 the reactionary leaders 
of the Social-Democratic Party 
brought the people of Germany 
under the axe of fascist dictator- 
ship, fooling the masses with the 
argument that they were saving 
them from civil war. The present 
capitulators are helping the bur- 
geoisie to drag the nations into 
imperialist war, affirming that 
they are saving the cause of peace, 
saving the peoples from war. 

They are preparing war with. 
„the same methods that they re- 
sorted to when they were paving 
the way for establishment of fas- 
cist dictatorship. On the pretext 
that they wish to preserve peace, 
they are calling the peoples to 
retreat in the face of the fas- 
cist aggressors. Like Otto Bauer, 
they surrender one position after 
another to fascism while they 
bluster that they will take to arms 
when they are attacked. But in 
the surrender 


erous slogan of “Rather slavery 
than death.” But the people know 
that the imperialist robbers con- 
vert their slaves into cannon fod- | 


der for their wars of plunder; 
slaves do not escape war but take 
part in them on the side of their 
enslavers; take part in them as 
thugs against other peoples, de- 
stroying their independence. 

The Anglo-French capitulators 
dream of diverting German fas- 
cism to the East. In the language 
of these gentlemen, this is also 
called of peace. But 
we know that the German fas- 
cists dislike impassable roads and 
unsurmountable obstacles; they 
prefer to go where passage is 
easy, where there is surrender to 
fascism. 

The capitulators of the neutral 
countries, like Scandinavia, for 
instance, intend to seclude them- 
selves from war in the refuge of 
neutrality and help the bour- 
geoisie to make a pile of money on 
military contracts, as they did in 
1914-1918. But times are different 
now. Now the fascist aggressors 
will not leave a single neighboring 
state in peace until they have 
drawn it into the orbit of their 
military adventures, until they 
have revised its frontiers in the 
interest of the “Aryan race.” 


The capitulators try to deter 
the masses by telling them that 
the People’s Front provokes the 
fascists to aggression. But the for- 
mation of the People’s Front 
means resistance to the fascist 
aggressors. It is not resistance 
but the absence of resistance 
which whets the appetite of the 
fascists. 


The Voice of the 
Betrayer 


The capitulators whisper to the 
masses: “See what tremendous 
sacrifices Spain has made. Is it 
not better to surrender without 
a struggle, like Czechoslovakia?” 
But if the peoples followed these 
suicidal promptings, fascism would 
be the master in Europe. If Spain 
had gone the same way as Czech- 
oslovakia, today other peoples, 
and the French people above all, 
would have fallen prey to fascist 
aggression. 

Secondly, in order to defeat the 
fascist aggressors, we need action, 
backed by the argument of ma- 
terial force, action from the 
states against whom fascist ag- 
gression is really directed (France, 
Britain and the United States). 
World reaction is deliberately 
creating the legend of German 
fascism as a mighty power in or- 
der to weaken the people’s deter- 
mination to resist. 


Fascist Germany is not pre- 
pared for a major war; it has not 
enough raw material, food sup- 
plies; ite financial posilicn is 
critical and its coasts are vulner- 
able to a naval blockade; its army 
is inadequately officered and its 
hinterland is in a dangerous state 
for fascism. 

The weight of material force is 
undcutedly-on the side of the so- 
called “democratic” states. These 
states have a population three 
times greater than the bloc of 
aggressors; they produce from 50 
to 100 per cent more steel; they 
generate twice as much electric 
power; they produce fourteen 
times as many automobiles; they 
have 56 times as much oil, nine 
times as much raw material for 
the textile industry, four times as 
much foodstuffs; they can meet 
their own requirements in raw 
material completely, while even 
in peacetime the bloc of agres- 
sors has a deficit of from 50 to 
55 per cent; their gold reserves 
are forty-nine times greater than 
the gold reserves of the fascist 
states. 

Their potential production of 
aircraft, mechanical traction for 
the army, and other material 
equipment, is ‘ar greater than the 
fascist bloc can dare t» count on. 
The reval forces of France, Brit- 
ain and the United States are 
twice as strong as the naval 
forces of Germany, Italy and 
Japan. 


Peace Policy 


Meaning of a Real | 


If the so-called “democratic” 
states pursued a firm policy of 
resistance to the fascist aggres- 
sors, combined with economic 
pressure, this would suffice to 
force the fascist states to retreut. 
Such a policy would be a real 
peace policy. It would be e pport- 
ed by all peoples. With it, France, 
England and the United States 
would recover the support cf the 
small states which the Munich 
policy has thrown into confusion

Fighting consistently against all 
forms of national oppression in 
the capitalist countries, defending 
the rights of the oppressed na- 
tions to self-determination, in- 
cluding secession, calling on the 
oppressed nations to fight for the 
establishment of mutual relations 
on the lines indicated by the in- 
spiring example of the Stalinist 
commonwealth of nations in the 
Soviet Union, the Communists in 
the present historical situation 
direct their heaviest fire against 
the fascists’ fake “self-determina- 
tion of nations,” which is an un- 
surpassed cynical deception of the 
oppressed nations and an atro- 
clous crime against the freedom 


| and independence of the nations. 


The Communists give the great- 
est prominence to the fight for 
the self-determination of the peo- 
ples enslaved by the fascist states. 
They demand free self-determina- 
tion for Austria, which was for- 
cibly annexed by fascist Germany

At the time of the 17th Party 
Congress, the membership of the 
Communist International in the 
capitalist countries stood at 860,- 
000. Today it has a membership 
of 1,200,000. The number of Young 
Communist League members and 
young revolutionaries affiliated to 
the Young Communist Interna- 
tional has increased from 110,000 
to 746,000. Altogether this is an 
army of almost 2,000,000. : 

However, these figures do not 
give a full picture of the organ- 
ized strength of the Communist 
Parties. There are tens of thou- 
sands of Communists valiantly 
working in illegality who are not 
covered by any statistics. 

Among the Communist Parties 
which have grown in the period 
under review, one of the fore- 


most places belongs to the heroic 
Communist Party of Spain, a 
party which has mastered in full 
seriousness Comrade Stalin’s wise 
advice that real Bolsheviks should 
be “free from all panic, of every- 
thing akin to panic, when things 
begin to grow difficult and some 
danger looms on the horizon.” 

The membership of the Spanish 
Communist Party has grown from 
800 in 1931 to 300,000 in 1939. It 
is a powerful party, one that has 
undergone the schooling of under- 
ground activity, revolution, civil 
war and war against foreign 
counter - revolutionary interven- 
tion. It is a model of a real peo- 
ple’s party, whose deep roots 
among the masses of workers and 
peasants no fascist terror can de- 
stroy.
